REPORT. 


The  management  of  this  Institution  during  the  past  year  has  been 
subjected  to  more  than  the  usual  difficulties  in  meeting  its  pecuniary 
needs  in  consequence  of  the  severe  pressure  of  the  times,  but  with 
the  aid  received,  and  the  closest  economy  in  its  disbursement,  the 
usefulness  of  the  Institution  has  happily  been  sustained,  and  a  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  list  of  admissions,  190;  out-door  patients,  4,598;  and  dis¬ 
pensary  prescriptions,  7,528,  will,  perhaps,  be  the  best  expression  of 
what  has  been  done  in  the  line  of  its  benefits  to  those  who  in  sick¬ 
ness  and  poverty  depend  so  entirely  on  this  source  of  human  sym¬ 
pathy.  And  by  further  reference  to  the  Treasurer’s  report,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  whole  expenditures  for  the  Hospital  in  1876  were 
but  $5,133.49,  an  evidence  of  watchfulness  and  economy,  and  withal, 
the  supply  of  very  satisfactory  comforts  to  its  inmates. 

That  there  should  be  any  difficulty  in  obtaining  so  small  a  sum  per 
annum,  for  such  an  amount  of  good  in  a  city  like  ours,  containing 
such  numbers  of  Homceopathists,  and  those  disposed  to  dispense  their 
favors  where  they  will  do  the  most  good,  may  seem  to  be  surprising, 
but  it  is  nevertheless  true,  that  these  small  means  are  reached  only 
by  importunate  solicitations. 

The  maintenance  of  the  Hospital  derives  but  a  small  income  from 
investment,  and  is  therefore  dependant  upon  private  contributions, 
hence  the  appeal  for  them  in  money,  and  for  all  such  articles  as  can 
be  made  useful  in  a  domestic  way. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  enlist  more  effectually  the  co-operation 
of  the  Homoeopathic  physicians  of  this  city,  in  making  this  Hospital 
and  its  capabilities  more  widely  known  and  recognized,  and  thus  se¬ 
cure  for  it  a  more  extended  patronage,  not  only  towards  enlarging 
its  usefulness,  but  to  lead  the  way  to  something  more  proportionate 
to  the  pride  and  claims  of  Philadelphia. 
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The  better  to  superintend  the  domestic  arrangements  of  this  Hos¬ 
pital,  an  auxiliary  hoard  of  women  managers  has  just  been  instituted* 
whose  names  are  appended. 

It  is  also  proper  to  state,  in  connection  with  the  foregoing,  that 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum  will  secure  to  the  donor 
the  control  of  a  free  bed  in  the  Hospital  for  one  year,  and  it  is  re¬ 
spectfully  suggested  to  the  physicians,  or  the  patrons  of  any  physi¬ 
cian  who  may  unite  in  providing  this  amount,  that  the  benefits  of 
this  provision  may  be  shared  by  many  sick  persons  in  the  course  of 
a  year,  as  the  confinement  of  no  one  of  them  might  probably  extend 
beyond  a  few  weeks. 

The  Hospital,  it  will  be  remembered,  is  open  for  all  cases  of  medi¬ 
cal  and  surgical  treatment.  And  the  Dispensary  is  open  daily  (Sun¬ 
days  excepted),  from  12  to  1  o’clock,  to  all  applicants  for  medicines 
or  treatment ;  and  those  who  cannot  present  themselves  will  he  vis¬ 
ited  at  their  homes  by  competent  physicians. 

A  Committee  of  Managers  meet  at  the  Hospital  every  Wednesday 
afternoon  at  5  o’clock,  to  act  upon  applications  for  admission.
